Claims 1 0 - 1 1 , 22 - 25, 31 - 32, 36 , 38 and 40 - 43 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Re independent claims 10, 22 - 23, 31 and 36, the prior art of record does not 
disclose of the limitation "if said counter reaches a predetermined value, reading more 
than one of said first data register and said second data register to which one of said 
fingers has written, in a given one of said global symbol boundaries, before reading 
from another of said global symbol boundaries". 

Re independent claims 1 1 , 24 - 25, 32 and 38, the prior art of record does not 
disclose of the limitation "if said counter reaches a predetermined value, continuing to 
read one of said first data register and said second data register in a given one of said 
global symbol boundaries, before reading from another of said global symbol 
boundaries."
